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This is a decision in reference the letter filed on 9 February, 
2007, asserting a timely response was made to the non-final 
Office action mailed on 8 August, 2005. The letter is treated as 
a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment . 

The petition is DISMISSED . 

On 8 August, 2005, a non-final Office action was mailed, which 
set a three (3) month shortened statutory period for reply. No 
response having been received, the application was held abandoned 
on 9 November, 2005. Notice of Abandonment was mailed on 15 
September, 2006. 

Petitioner asserts that a timely response to the non-final Office 
action was filed by USPS Express Mail Post Office to Addressee 
Service on 4 November, 2005, but was not received by the USPTO. 
In support, petitioner has provided a copy of the Express Mail 
customer label. 



37 CFR 1.10(e) states that any person mailing 
correspondence addressed as set out in § 1.1(a) to the 
Office with sufficient postage utilizing the "Express 
Mail Post Office to Addressee" service of the USPS but 
not received by the Office, may petition the Director 
to consider such correspondence filed in the Office on 
the USPS deposit date, provided that:

The petition does not meet the requirements of items (2) or (3), 
above.

Furthermore, in the 
absence of a copy of the response, it cannot be determined that 
the Express Mail number was placed on the correspondence before 
it was mailed to the USPTO. 

As petitioner has not provided sufficient evidence that a 
response to the non-final Office action was timely mailed to the 
USPTO, the petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment must 
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be dismissed. However, such dismissal is without prejudice to 
reconsideration pending submission of a copy of the reply 
allegedly timely filed, showing that the Express Mail number was 
placed upon the reply prior to the reply being deposited in 
Express Mail Post Office to Addressee Service to the USPTO. 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be 
submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of this 
decision.
